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FOESWOED 

The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Eeporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrcsted  with  the  responsihility  of 
operating  a  stajadard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.    The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  arjiiversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States ^ 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
State  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of 
change  in  counties.    Little  has  heen  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  counter  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need 
for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at 
consideralile  costa     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is 
"being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  "been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  doc"uments  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  ITorman  Y<=  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.    This  is  a  report  of  v/ork  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  'tj^e  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23. 

The  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report <;    Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.    Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
wiio  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics

The  lowest  number  of 
trees--12 , 297 — and  the  smallest  harvest-'-o ,058  bushel s-'-were  listed  in  1934o 
Peaches  had  a' record  listing  of  21,353  trees  in  1909  and  a  peak  production  of 
1,073  in  1909,  the  peak  year.     The  largest  year  for  cherries  vfas  1884  v/hen 
9,841  trees  and  3,894  bushels  were  recorded.     There  were  22,391  grape  vines  in 
1874  and  2^)9,077  poi.mds  harvested  in  1884»     Tlie  poorest  year  for  grapes  v/as 
1934  when  but  G,  .'93  vines  and  22,214  pounds  i.^oro  reported.  16/ 

ITote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  breaL"do"irn  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follo'.fs; 
(l)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn 
cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is  given  for  each 
farm  which  includes  only  that  actus lly  husked »     In  getting  county  totals  of 
production  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (de- 
rived hy  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added 
to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  sliovm  as  husked.     This  assumes 
that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  jaeld  as  that  actually 
husked o 

In  1934  and  1''3  >,  botli  poor  crop  -'cars,  separate  ofitimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  hu.rked  were  r.iado  by  the  r.rcate  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  ^/ears  i.'ould  select  their  oest  acreaees  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  ofi'  the  rest,  which  would-'-have  a  diifereiiij  and  Ip^fer  yield.  This 
separate  jdeld  cstim.ation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  ond  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  hiiskedo 

This  ifas  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships,  .  The  tovmship  yields 
for  these  trra  years  then,  are  somewhat  high,  since  they  are  based  on  acreage 
husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked,  only.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shovra  by 
tovraship  Tri-th  this  3n  eld  and  any  attempt  to  m.ultiply  it  by  the  acreage  shoim  to 
get  total  production  T/ill  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary/- 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  hpve  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi" 
plied  by  the  acreages  sliorra  there  to  arrive  at  total  prodtictions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  fr-om.  the 

y3.eld  and  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are 
therefore  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  figures  for  I936,  1937,  193S  and  1939  fnr  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  ilgriculturgl  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Der,artffient  of 
Agriculture  and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  sxljusted  state  farm 
assessor's  figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurc?,te  than  those  in  T-able  I7  and  comparison 
with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unadjusted 
state  farm  assessor's  figures.
